The Grand Jury Makes a Start 


(EDITORIAL) 

Supervisor West has been stirring up a lot of news 
and a lot of excitement for a good many weeks back. To¬ 
day he still is in the new.s—very much so—except that 
now the tables are turned and he finds himself for the 
time being on what might be described as the receiving 
end rather than the dispensing end of the paddle. 

He stands accused by the grand jury in a civil, not 
a criminal, action on four counts. The first two of these, 
dealing with the alleged solicitation of bribes, are serious 
and demand prompt action to determine his guilt or in- 


Indeed, if the grand jury had sufficient evidence to 
prove that he did solicit the asserted bribes, it is difficult 
to understand why he was not indicted on criminal 
charges. 

The other two counts accuse him of such high crimes 
and misdemeanors as calling the sheriff a dictator, at¬ 
tending a “communist” meeting, voting “no” as a super¬ 
visor on a motion to grant the sheriff a big contingent 
of men and equipment for strike suppression, bringing 
charges against other officials, and the like. In view of 
the fact that this is all part of a pending court case, we’ll 
not discuss the merits of these charges at this time; never¬ 


theless we assume that citizens generally, like the jury 
which IS to hear the case, will form a judgment concern¬ 
ing their gravity and soundness. 

These charges, the more serious ones and the others 
alike, the Laguna Beach supervisor vehemently denies. 
He contends they are the result of perjured testimony 
hatched by political foes. 

Nobody, of course, at this juncture, may properly as¬ 
sume that the accused official is guilty. Nevertheless, as 
The Journal contended in the case of Police Chief Howard, 
who is under federal indictment, the public welfare in our 
opinion would be better served if the official under fire

TOKYO SAID

John Allison Attacked 
By Nanking Guard 

SHANCxHAI. (,?>) -Domei (Japa¬ 
nese news agency) reported today 
that a Japanese sentry slapped the 
face of John M. Allison, third sec¬ 
retary of the IT. S. embassy at 
Nanking and presently in charge 
there, when he sought to enter a 
house despite the sentry’s objec¬ 
tions. 

Domei quoted a military report 
thus: 

Allison, of Lincoln, Neb., on¬ 
to which the Japanese objected, 
the sentry telling Allison not to 
enter, which Allison did not heed. 
The sentry slapped the American's 
face and prevented entry into the 
house.” 

The report asseited the house 
was Chinese and held Allison had 
no right to enter it. The report 
continued, according to Domei, 
that Japanese authorities apolo¬ 
gized and were undertaking to 
reach a settlement locally. 

Allison, of Lnicoln, Neb,, en¬ 
tered the American foreign service 
as a clerk in the consulate general 
at Shanghai in 1930, after spend¬ 
ing several years as a teacher and 
in commercial work in China and 
Japan. 

STATE DEPARTirENT 
AWAITS .ALLISON REPORT

department awaited an official re¬ 
port today from Third Secretary 
John M. Allison at the embassy in 
Nanking before making any com¬ 
ment on reports that he was 
slapped in the face by a Japanese 
senti-y.

JAPANESE ARE 
“SORRY” AGAIN 

TOKYO. (/PI — A war office 
spokesman tonight expressed re¬ 
gret and surprise at Shanghai dis¬ 
patches reporting a Japanese .sen¬ 
try had slapped John M. Allison, 
consul in charge of the United 
States embassy in Nanking. 

Asserting the war office had re¬ 
ceived no information, he added; 
"i can only say I am very sorry 
if the report is time.” Similar 
comment was made by the foreign 
office spokesman. 

IRREGULARS H.\>1PER 
JAPANESE CAMPAIGN 

PEIPING, China. UP) — China's 
red legions and peasant irregulars 
are on the march against Japanese 
in the vast North China area. 

Concentrating swiftly, attacking 
swiftly and dispersing swiftly, 
they have struck time and again 
at Japanese communication lines 
and Japanese garrisons. 

Authentic details of this war¬ 
fare in the frozen northern prov¬ 
inces, where the Chinese-Japanese 
conflict began, were brought to 
Japanese-conquered Peiping today 
by foreigners who arrived from 
the war areas. 

They reported that during Jan¬ 
uary Chinese irregulars along the 
Peiping-Hankow and Chengtai 
railroads wiped out small detach¬ 
ments of Japanese troops in at 
least 20 instances. 

Sallies of the irregulars inter¬ 
rupted traffic on the Japanese 
controlled portion of the Pciping 
Hankow line, one of China’s main 
north-south rail arteries, on an 
average of three times a week. 

Japanese Garrisons at Tinghsien, 
100 miles southwest of here, were 
annihilated on three different 
occasions. 

A Japanese regiment at Chu- 
yang, mountain town west of 
Tinghsien, suffered losses of 10 
per cent under a fierce guerrilia 
onslaught. 

Chinese peasants taking refuge 
in Peiping from along the Peiping- 
Hankow railway say life is becom¬ 
ing impossible in many districts. 
Attacks and counter attacks sweep 
through helpless villages with 
both sides killing extensively on 
suspicion of espionage. 

Communists are actively en¬ 
gaged in organizing the Hopeh 
province peasantry. Ten miles 
back of the railroad they have 
piiwtered the countryside with 
posters saying: 

“Down with Japan!”

The Associated Farmers of Or- 
ange county threw the full weight 
of their membership into the coun¬ 
ty labor war today, on the side 
of the open shop. 

More than 500 members meet¬ 
ing in Orange Women.s’ clubhouse 
last night unanimously adopted a 
resolution pledging support to the 
county dairy industry in its fight 
against unionization, and express¬ 
ing its stand that “agriculture de¬ 
mands the right to harvest, the 
freedom of the highways, and 
right of men to work.” 

“Any attack.” it said, “On o* 
branch of agriculture is an at¬ 
tack on all agriculture . . . the 
fruit growers, open field farmers 
and all other branches of agricul¬ 
ture in Orange county . . . extend 
full and active support to the 
daii*ymen jn the determination to 
maintain their independence from 
the closed shop and hiring hall." 

The resolution was preceded by 
a statement pointing out that the 
dairy industry has been threatened 
“by interference with its hay sup¬ 
ply,” and attempts to force union¬ 
ization by threatening the indus¬ 
try’s distribution.

DISCOVERED 

SAN FRANCISCO. G?>l—A 
Standard Oil drilling crew wrote a 
new chapter in the long .story of 
California oil field.s exploration 
with completion of a well near 
Bakersfield, now listed as "a new 
field." 

Drilling on the Kern County 
Land company area about eight 
miles west of Bakersfield and two 
miles east of the Shell Oil com¬ 
pany's Ten Section field, the crew 
hit oil sand at first believed to be 
an extension of the Shell discov¬ 
ery of 1936. 

Put on test last week, the well | 
flowed 243 barrels of 28.1 gravity 
oil and 400,000 cubic feet of gas 
a day from 8072 feet. Differences 
in producing conditions, oil. gas 
pressure and geologic conditions 
led the Standard geologists to call 
it a new field, which they named 
the Canfield Ranch field. 

No announcement of the new 
field was made, and the first pub¬ 
lic intimation came today when 
the weekly drilling report carried 
the nante of the new field for the 
first time. Previously the report 
had listed the well as in the Gree¬ 
ley area, where Standard has com¬ 
pleted a number of profitable wells.

Scores of desirable families fail 
to locate in Santa Ana every 
, month owing to the present hou7 
ing shortage, according to Ray 
Goodcell, president of the local 
real estate hoard. 

"Owners of vacant lots would 
do well to build on them,” Good¬ 
cell believes. "Paying taxes on 
non-income producing property is 
poor business. If unable to build, 
owners of vacant lots should sell 
at the present market price, take 
their losses if neces.sary, and re¬ 
invest in improved and more prof¬ 
itable real estate." 

Goodcell points out that failure 
to provide additional rental prop¬ 
erty means that "we lose a large 
number of would-be residents, po¬ 
tential customers and tax payers, 
contributors to our churches and 
other institutions, who move on 
to help build sother communities. 
And this occurs all because we do 
not .supply sufficient living quar¬ 
ters for them. 

“By building modern homes and 
apartments, the prevailing rentals 
will give a net income that is at¬ 
tractive. Besides, there is the 
likelihood of higher prices,” Good- 
cel! says.

County Plans Zoning of 
Manchester Avenue Area 


Zoning of Manchester avenue 
against indiscriminate erection of 
hu.siness buildings is under con¬ 
sideration by the county planning 
commission. 

From the junction at highway 
101, north of Santa Ana, to the 
county line, business buildings 
along Manchester avenue would 
be confined to certain areas. The 
idea is to develop a sightly, speedy 
and safe highway a.s traffic in¬ 
creases on the road during years 
to come. A strip of land 500 feel 
wide at either side of the high¬ 
way's center line would be in the 
zone under control by the county. 

L. Deming Tilton, consultant for 
the planning commission, points 
out the state has spent nearly 
.$400,000 on developing this traffic 
lane and is anxious the public as 
a whole, which is paying for it, 
should be served correspondingly. 

Commercial districts are pro¬ 
vided in the plan at intervals suf¬ 
ficient to provide for all highway 
service needs and recommenda¬ 
tions are made that these dis¬ 
tricts should be minimized "in so 
far a.s po.s.sible." 


The proportion of the avenue 
frontage on the north side of the 
highway devoted to small farms 
under the plan would be 24,890 
feet; “local business district,” 3982 
feet, and "general business dis¬ 
trict,” 2947 feet. The south side 
of the road would be apportioned 
as follows: Small farms district, 
27,545 feet; local business district, 
3544 feet, and general business 
di.strict, 2784 feet. 

It is estimated the total busi¬ 
ness frontage on the highway pro¬ 
vided in the plan would be suf¬ 
ficient for 265 stores averaging 50 
feet frontage each. The report 
to the commission regards this as 
sufficient for normal expansion 
for 15 years and adequate for all 
essential highway service facili¬ 
ties for a traffic volume double 
that now present. 

County ordinance No. 346 re¬ 
strains erection of business build¬ 
ings without first receiving per¬ 
mission from the county. This 
measure w'as adopted some time 
ago to serve until a more com¬ 
prehensive plan, such as the one 
proposed, could be adopted.

Orange Among Top 
12 Counties in 1937 

Fifty million dollars was spent 
in Orange county during 1937 on 
retail goods other than gasoline 
and groceries. This money bought 
clothing, automobiles, building ma¬ 
terials, farm implements, tobac¬ 
cos, beverages—in fact everything 
taxable by the State board of 
Equalization. 

Orange county is among the top 
dozen counties in the state in re¬ 
tail sales for 1937, according to 
figures released by the board to¬ 
day, judging from taxes paid dur¬ 
ing the quarter July, August and 
September, 1937. 

TAX $362,369 

Sales and use tax yield in Or¬ 
ange county for this period was 
$362,369.00. As this is based upon 
three per cent of the retail sales 
made, total volume of business 
represented amounted to $12,- 
078,978. for the quarter. Particu¬ 
lars on the Chri.stmas business for 
1937 are not available at this 
time, according to Tom Taylor, in 
charge of the local tax office. He 
estimates, however, collections for 
the fourth quarter would round 
out this county’s part of the tax 
to $',500,000 for the year, indica¬ 
tive of $50,000,000 in retail sales. 

Los Angeles county during the 
third quarter of 1937 paid 42 per 
cent of the sales and use tax rev¬ 
enue in the state, or $9,817,270. 
This reflects a retail business of 
$327,242,362, or better than a bil¬ 
lion dollars annually. 

STORE SALES 40 PER CENT 

Forty per cent of the total rev¬ 
enue raised in the state comes 
from sales on goods at depart¬ 
ment, clothing and variety stores 
and motor vehicles and accessory 
sales places. 

Next largest amount of taxable 
merchandise demanded by Califor¬ 
nians are building materials, hard¬ 
ware and farm implements or 13 
per cent of the total of all tax¬ 
able goods bought. 

Of the 58 counties in California, 
only the following ten led Orange 
in retail sales for the third quar¬ 
ter in 1937: Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Alameda, San Diego, 
Sacramento, Fresno, Santa Clara, 
San Luis Obispo, Kern, San Ber¬ 
nardino. 

INCREASE NOTED 

A 13 per cent increase in retail 
sales in Orange, San Bernardino 
and Riverside counties was noted 
by the board during the third 
quarter of 1937 over a correspond¬ 
ing period in 1936. 

Retail purchases of groceries 
and gasoline in Orange county, are 
not known by the board as the.se 
commodities are not taxed by this 
division.

NICHOLAS HORTHY . . . 

Strange as it seems, for 20 years 
Hungary, a kingdom, has existed 
without any king. 'The head of the 
government for the past 18 years 
has been Admiral Nicholas Horthy, 
regent. 

No greater political turmoil ever 
existed than that in Hungary dur¬ 
ing the closing years of the World 
war. Charles IV, emperor of Aus¬ 
tria and king of Hungary and last 
of the Hapsburg rulers, abdicated

on Nov. 13, 1918. 'Three days later 
' the National Council proclaimed 
! the “Hungarian People’s Repub¬ 
lic" and dissolved both houses of 
parliamenL 

The time was ripe for Bela Kun, 
a Jewish insurance agent with So¬ 
viet sentiments, to enter Hungary' 
from Russia on a forged passport 
and act as “rabble-rouser” for the 
Bolshevik party. On March 22, 
1919, the provisional presidency of 
Michael Karolyl was overthronn 


by Kun’s faction, with himself as 
commissary of foreign affairs and 
ruler in fact. 

An opposition government was 
quickly set up, however, and with 
the aid of the Rumanian army, 
ousted the Soviet leaders. In 1920 
the link with Austria was formally 
dissolved and Admiral Nicholas 
Horthy de Nagybanya, €»>m- 
mander-ln-chlef of Hungary’s na¬ 
tional forces, was elects regent, 
-March 1.

In Ethyl ('ase 

TRENTON, N. J. (.P) - The for¬ 
mula for producing anti-knock 
gasoline formed the ba.sis today 
for a $500,000,000 chancery court 
action against Standard Oil, Gen¬ 
eral Motors, and other defendants. 

In filing the damage suit yes¬ 
terday, Francis A. Howard of Ho¬ 
boken charged the rlefendant.s 
stole the secret of ethyl gasoline 
from a company he formed 
in 1916. 

Identifying himself as a scien¬ 
tist specializing in oils, Howard 
said he sued as a stockholder of 
the Howard-Vaughan Co., Inc., of 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., in his own 
behalf, and that of other stock¬ 
holders. His petition said the 
Howard-Vaughan concern, organ¬ 
ized in 1916 to market “Vitagas " 
motor fuel, was forced out of 
business after six years. 

In 1917, he charged, the Stand¬ 
ard Oil company (New Jersey I 
and the Standard Oil Company of 
New York sought to purchase the 
secret formula. Failing in this 
and unable to analyze the formula, 
they obtained it by "fraudulent 
staiement.s" from a scientist aid¬ 
ing Howard-Vaughan, lie said. 

Howard is asking for an ac¬ 
counting of all profit from the 
use of the ethyl produce since the 
beginning of 1934.

“The time is virtually here,” said Ford, “when almost 
an entire automobile—body, fenders, doors and panel¬ 
ing—may be constructed out of wheat chaff, soy beans, 
com husks or other farm by-products.” 

A new cheap tractor, he believes, may constitute the 
item that will balance the ledger for the American farmer. 

Instead of “restrict and plow under” as a national slo¬ 
gan, Ford would substitute “produce more and utilize all.” 

“And I’ll put this thing over if it’s the life of me,” 
said he. 

Fantastic? It might even seem so, coming from any¬ 
one else than the American who has done the greatest 
job of organization, co-ordination and production through 
private initiative ever done in the world—or ever likely 
to be done. 

From Henry Ford the suggestion is filled with mean¬ 
ing, alive with possibilities, golden with opportunity. 

Some such simple plan—its heart and core founded 
on use, not dis-use, of our great resources—will ultimately 
"unlock the door we howl without.”

That is the opinion of Mrs. Irving Fisher of Seattle, 
who is high in the councils of the Parent-Teacher asso¬ 
ciation in the northwest. 

Mrs. Fisher is to be commended for particularly 
stressing a need for straight thinking in the schools of 
America. 

The three great factors in the moulding of a child’s 
life are his home, his school and his church. There is 
little danger of un-Americanism in our churches, so it is 
in home and school that occasional seeds of radicalism 
are sown. 

If a boy or girl has a good father and mother, and 
passes through the hands of a series of intelligent and 
sympathetic teachers, your youngster will probably grow 
up to be a pretty good citizen. 

Mrs. Fisher’s definition of the school’s part in pro¬ 
moting Americanism hits the nail right on the head.

There’s a new educational theory running sub rosa 
through the halls of learning in this country, to-wit: That 
higher education should be on a more selective basis, that 
there should be a sort of an aristocracy of education. 
Harvard’s new President Conant, among oLhei's, sub¬ 
scribes to this theory. 

“How can we construct a scheme of life in which 
social change can be accomplished peacefully, without 
recourse to the violence of war and revolution into which 
our instincts repeatedly lead us?” This question was 
recently put before a Princeton freshman class. 

An eastern editor answered the question thus: “A 
thoroughly informed majority opinion would never try to 
achieve its ends by violence for the simple reason that it 
would know they cannot be achieved that way.” 

And that, it seems to us, is also a pretty fair answer 
to any question relating to selective education.

j WASHINGTON. — Confidential 
j reports that the Japanese are 
1 building two 46,000-ton hattle- 
■ ships carrying 18-inch guns, have 
the navy depai'tment worried. 

It is not the tonnage of the bat¬ 
tleships which causes the worry, 
but the .size of the guns. Biggest 
: guns on American vessels will be 
16-inch. The 18-inch gun has a 
I longer range and can get through 
' thicker armor plate. At a fixed 
I range it has 1000 cubic feet more

I The proposed new battleships of

around 87,.600 tons with 16-inch 
guns.

CROWDED HOUSING 

To the Editor: It is not only the 
field labor and the packing house 
employes, mentioned by your cor¬ 
respondent in Saturday’s Journal, 
who need hou.sing attention. Plenty 
of Anglo-Saxon skilled laborers 
are living in our county as no 
American ought to. 

I have in mind a family of five, 
living in a two-room apartment 
I within the city limits—a young 
couple, their 6-months and 2’^- 
f years-old babies and the wife’s 
' mother. The young couple came 
j to Santa Ana eight years ago. and 
the husband, who is a gardener by 
I trade, has been employed most of 
the time in digging ditches. Wages 
are low in Orange county, prob¬ 
ably because of our inexhaustible 
supply of cheap, unorganized 
labor. 

The apartment in which they 
live is quite suitable for one per- 
.son alone, or even a young mar¬ 
ried couple. When the baby came 
the landlord did not feel justified 
in evicting them, though it is a 
good rental, easily refilled. And 
when the wife’s mother came to 
help her daughter and didn’t re¬ 
turn to a home which meitnwhile 
had been swept from under her. 
there was obvious congestion in 
the small apartment. 

The bed-room is also the sitting 
room, though the bed is a plain 
iron one. The room is too small 
to take in any easy chairs, so the j 
bed does service as a couch and i 
davenport all day long. The baby 
is slung in a hammock from the 
rafters above it. The tiny kitchen 
is also dining room and laundry, 
with no outside door and only one 
window. A lounge for the grand¬ 
mother has been shoved between 
the gas range and the wall, leav- 
: ing barely enougli room between 
to squeeze through or to stand 
and cook. The gate-leg table un¬ 
der the window is work-table, 
cooking-table and dining-talfle for 
the adults an<I bathing and dress¬ 
ing table for the baby, who grows 
older daily. 

And these are the best living 
quarters this working family can 
get in Santa Ana for the modest 
rent they can pay! 

No landlord can afford, as a 
busine.ss venture, to equip a house 
for them, building costs and his 
wages being what they are, but 
surely the community which gets 
the benefit of their residence here, 
and their labor, ran bestir itself 
in their behalf! We will have to 
ho.spitalize them all when they 
become ill, and support the boy in 
corrective institutions all his life 
if he grows up .stunted, physically 
or morally. We will all be better 
off if we take a little thought about 
this thing now especially since 
it bid fair to cost very little ex¬ 
cept effort if we act in time.

But IVs Science

NEW YORK. — T. Neugebauer, 
German scientist, has an e.xplana- 
tion of ball lightning. 

These balls of fire, ranging from 
the size of an alarm clock to the 
weatherman’s sounding balloon, 
appear occasionally during thun¬ 
derstorms. Their colors range 
from fire to lavender. They have 
been photographed. 

They are prohably, Neugebauer 
says, an electrical j(as. Lightning 
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in some manner unknown breaks 
up a mass of air particles into 
electrons and positive ions. This 
breakup is well known in labora¬ 
tories, where an electrical dis¬ 
charge will break a great many 
air particles. 

But no laboratory has enough 
power available to produce a suf¬ 
ficient number of the ions and 
electrons to imitate a ball of li.ght- 
ning. Neugebauer says the elec¬ 
trified particles form in sufficient 
numbers to act like a gas. 

This electrical gas hall .should 
disappear either by collapsing or 
exploding. 'Fhc electrical fire balls 
in nature do both.
